WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—China 
rather than Japan is proving the 
greater source of embarrassment to 
Washington in completing arrange- 
ments for the coming international 
conference vn limitation of arma- 


ment and on Far East questions, 

China's future is the very crux of 
the Far Eastern problem. The world 
recognizes that the preservation ot 
the integrity of China against the in- 
roads of Japan lies at the heart of 
‘the whole problem to be discussed, 
under the head of the Asiatic prob- 
lem, And yet China i herself, 
through her inability to present a 
united delegation at Washington, 
comp the situation. 


TWO GOVERNMENTS, 


At Peking sits the only Chinese 
government that the United States 
and the other powers have recog- 
nized, the republican government of 
which Hsu Shih Chang’ is President 
At Canton sits another republican 
government, of which Sun Yat Sen, 
China’s first President, known as the 
Chinese liberator, is President and of 
which Dr. Wu Ting Fang, one time 
famous Chinese Minister to the 
United States, is Minister of Foreign 
Affaire. The Cantonese government, 
otherwise the government of the 
south, insists that it is the only 
constitutional government of China 
and that the republic of the north is 
a wusurper. 

The government of the south is 
Gemanding that it be invited to the 
conference of Washington and that 
the Peking government be left out. 
It has a junta at Washington headed 
by a brilliant young Chinese gradu- 
ate of Oxford, Ma Soo, who is di- 
recting the propaganda in favor of 
this government giving recognition 
to the Sun Yat Sen government. 

CAN’T WITHDRAW. 


Before Sun Yat Sen set up his 
government at Canton the present 
gevernment at Peking was recog- 
nized by the United States. To with- 
draw recognition now and to recog- 
nize the Canton government would 
plunge the United States into a 
welter of Chinese politics, as the 
State Department sees it. 

Conditions were somewhat simi- 
lar when the conference at Ver- 
sailles was called. .Then, however, 
at the unofficial suggestion of the 
American government, the two Chi- 
nese governments composed their 
differences for the occasion and di- 
vided the delegation to Versailles on 
a fifty-fifty basis. Parenthetically, 
it might be mentioned at this point 
that at Versailles the delegates from 
the northern republic were willing 
te accept the Shantunge award and 
that the delegates from the south- 
ern republic were the ones who 
negatived that acceptance. 

But today the southern govern- 
ment refuses to enter into any ar- 
rangement for a division of dele- 
gates. Peking is even anxious to

TOOL OF JAPAN.

‘Annexation Election 


Mlegal, 
Supreme Body Decides. 


Withdrawal from Los Angeles 
is Made Obligatory. 


City is Expected to Ask for 
_ Rehearing of Case. 


The annexation election of. 1917 
by which Sawtelle became a part of 
Los Angeles, yesterday was declared 
illegal by a decision of the State Su- 
preme Court at San Francisco, ac- 
cording to dispatches received last 
night from that city. The court held 
that, although the election was fa- 
vorable to annexation, the decision 
at the polls was not legal 3 

One of the principal questions at 
issue was whether or not the voters 
of Sawtelle had been adequately in- 
formed by the wording of the ballot 
as to the proportion of the bonded 
indebtedness of Los Angeles that the 
Sawtelle district would assume under 
annexation. The closeness of the 
vote was also made a contributing 
cause in the action, there being a 
majority of but three or four votes 
for annexation in the 1000 votes cast. 

According to the decision, Sawtelle 
must withdraw as a part of Los An- 
geles and assume the status of an 
individual corporation, which it held 
before the election. 

ELECTION CONTESTED. 

The election was contested by 
Charies Coe, a resident of Sawtelle, 
and the case has been in the lower 
/courts since then. These courts all 
|upheld the validity of the annexa- 
, tion proceedings, but appeals were 
taken until the Supreme Court was 

reached. It is not considered likely 
that the case will be appealed to the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
‘unless tt should develop that Fede 
Constitutional questions are involved. 
| The city of Los Angeles, however, is 
expected to ask the Supreme Court 
a rehearing. 

On receiving the news of the Bu- 
preme Court decision declaring Ille- 
gal the annexation of Sawtelle to Los 
Angeles in 1917, Mayor Cryer said 
‘last evening: 
“TI believe that if an election were 
held today in Sawtelle, the sentiment 
| would be overwhelmingly in favor of 
‘annexation. Since 1917, I am ifn- 
formed, the opposition to Sawtelle’s 
being-a part of Los Angeles has 
| dwindled, and I believe that the peo- 
|ple of that section are thoroughly 
| satisfied with a continuance of the 
| Situation which exists today. 


OFFICERS TO CONTINUE.

FIRST BLOW. 

“This is the first adwerse decision 
we have had in the Sawtelle case, 
the lower courte upholding the elec- 
tion as legal. 

“The question at issue was wheth-

NEW YORK, Sept. 15.—Ten thousand stiaw hats, which at midnight 
would traditionally have outlived their usefelness, were smashed and 
huried at fellow fans and onto the diamond at the Polo Groundé this 
when George Herman (Babe) Ruth made his fifty-fifth home 
run of the. season, thereby breaking his own home-run record of last 
year and setting.a new high mark for all time for circuit wallops in one 
seuson. 
The Babe's fifty-fifth four-bagger came in the fifth inning of the first 
game of the double-header with the St. Louls Browns and scored Etmer 
Miller ahead of ghe sultan of swat. Bill Bayne was pitching for the visi- 
tors and the count on Ruth was three balls and two strikes, the slugger 
having missed on two terrific awings before he connected. The drive car- 
ried high up into the upper deck of the right-field pavilion. As Ruth 
rounded third base, Eddi¢ Bennett, leaped upon the slugger’s back and 
rode across the plate. 
Twenty-five thousand fans went into a mass delirium when Ruth 
made the epochal clout and two in every by conservative estimate, 
hurled their straw hate from them in their ecstasy.
